15. (currently amended) The method of Claim 14, wherein the taxane composition is 
applied to the affected area that includes at least one of the group consisting of dermal

polyvinylpyrrodlidonenormal, and syrup. 

20 18. (currently amended) The method of Claim 16, wherein the solubilizers includes at 
least one of the group consisting of dimethy sulfoxide (DMSO), alcohol, petrolatum, and 
com oil. 
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19. (currently amended) The method of Claim 14, wherein the affected area is caused bv 
herpes viruses utiUzing the microtubule process in mammalian cells and includes at least 
one of the group co nsisting of Herpooviruo 1 ( HSV-1), Herpooviruo 2 (HSV-2), 
C>tomogalovirus ( CMV), Varaoolla Zootor Virus (VZV), and Epstein Barr virus (EBV^ 
H e rpoo Simplex 6 (HSV 6), Horpoo Simplox 7 (IISV 7). and Ilorpos Simplex 8 (HSV 8 ), 
human Papilloma Virus (HPV), ^^acoinia Virus (VV), Ad o noviruo, Par\^o\irus. Human 
Inf e otivity Virus (IlIV), and rabi e s virus . 

20. (currently amended) The method of 14, whereby contacting the taxane composition 
tho topical route of administration comprises contacting rubbing the dermal lesions and 
inflamed areas with the taxane composition at least one of the plurality of compoaitions, 
rubbing the composition into the affected area d e rmal lesions^ and inflamed dermal tissue 
areas, and re-contacting and re-rubbing witii the composition d e rmal lesions and inflamed 
areas until the affected area dermal lesions and inflamed areas arc is r e solved reduced . 

21. (new) A method to treat a Herpesviridae viral infection in mammals, the method 
comprising: 

contacting an effective amount of a taxane composition to a Herpes virus affected 
dermal area to reduce the affected area. 

22. (new) The method of Claim 21, wherein the affected area includes at least one of the 
group consisting of dermal lesions, inflamed dermal tissue, and dermal tissue exhibiting 
prodromal symptoms of itching and tingling. 

23. (new) The method of Claim 22, wherein the dermal lesions, inflamed areas, and 
demial tissue exhibiting prodromal symptoms of itching and tingling are caused by herpes 
viruses that includes at least one of the group consisting of HSV-1, HSV-2, CMV, and EBV. 
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24. (new) The method of Claun 21, wherein the taxane composition further includes at 
least one of the group consisting of solubilizers, lubricants, emulsifiers, waxes, solutions, 
preservatives, himiectants, and analgesics. 

25. (new) The method of Claim 24, wherein the solutions includes at least one of the 
group consisting of saline, lactose, sucrose, sorbitol, mannitol, starches, gum acacia, calcium 
phosphate, alginates, tragacanth, gelatin, calcium silicate, cellulose, methyl cellulose, 
microcrystalline cellulose, polyvinylpyrrodHdonenormal, and syrup. 

26. (new) The method of Claim 21, whereby contacting the taxane composition 
comprises rubbing the composition into the affected area, and re-contacting and re-rubbing 
with the taxane composition until the affected area is reduced. 

27. (new) A method to treat a herpes virus infection in mammals, the method comprising: 

contacting an effective amount of a taxane composition to an affected area 
infected with at least one virus of the group consisting of HSV-1, HSV-2, CMV, 
and EBV to reduce the affected area. 

28. (new) The method of Claim 27, wherein the affected area includes at least one of the 
group consisting of dermal lesions, inflamed dermal tissue, and dermal tissue exhibiting 
prodromal symptoms of itching and tingling. 

29. (new) The method of Claim 27, wherein the taxane composition further includes at 
least one of the group consisting of solubilizers, lubricants, emulsifiers, waxes, solutions, 
preservatives, hiunectants, and analgesics. 

30. (new) The method of Claim 29, wherein the solutions includes at least one of the 
group consisting of saline, lactose, sucrose, sorbitol, mannitol, starches, gum acacia, calcium 
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phosphate, alginates, tragacanth, gelatin, calcium silicate, cellulose, methyl cellulose, 
microcrystalline cellulose, polyvinylpyrrodlidonenormal, and syrup. 

31. (new) The method of Claim 27, whereby contacting the taxane composition 
comprises rubbing the composition into the affected area, and re-contacting and re-rubbing 
5 with the taxane composition until the affected area is reduced 
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
